Cbair and the Chaplaincy of the Collegi 
next January. The members of the Boart 
aeerrj to have devoted the entire time o 
the meeting to a discussion of the College 
Presidency. Tbe committee appointed a 
the June meeting of tbe Board to canvas! 
the church for College presidential tim- 
ber reported that they bad disagreed, al- 
though a mtJDrity o! the committee tav 
ored the election of the Rev. Dr. Chas. M, 
Stock, pastor ol bt. Marks Lutheran 
Chinch at Hanover. A large laction ol 
the membership of tbe board baa favoret 
(he election of Dr. Stock but tbe opposi- 
tion to him haa failed to name a man for 
the place.

HE WAS SELECTED ON FOURTH DAY 0 


CONCLAVE AND SEVENTH BALLOT 


He is Noted For His Piety. Culture. Digni 


and Independence and His Election Due 


lo NOB Connection With Politics. 


C'aeflma! Snissappe Sarto, of Venice 


was choien Fope by the Siicrei Uolleg 
on Tuesday of lait week and took th 
name of Pius X. The impressive cere 
mony of selecting a Pope as described ii 
a recent issua of the COMPILIR wan to, 
lowed in every detail. The billeting be 
gan on the Saturday preceding. Tw 
ballots were taken each day and tbe re 
milt wai reached Tuesday rooming on 
the seventh ballot when he received moi 
than • of the fifty-nine cardinals voting 
Hl» name was not voted for on Satur 
day. Sunday taorntng he had two votes 
seven in the evening, twenty Honda 
morning nnd thirty-seven in the after 
nooo. 


The foot days'struggle was between 


lUmpolio and Vaunutelli and when 1 
was demonstrated tbat neither could b 
chosen the Conclave turned to one whc 
had no ambition to be Pope, who, when 
he left his beloved Venice bought i 
round trip ticket with no thought of hi; 
elevation to tbe Pontificate, who almost 
fainted when the result became known 
and had to be supported by two of his 
colleagues and wag revived from a con 
ditlon bordering upon collapse by a whiff 
of strong amonia, and whose lirsli words 
af ter accepting the olli3e and declaring 
his title was, "It is a cross that I receive 
from you." He was chosen aa an emi- 
nent cardinal declared, because "he Ii 
pious, learned and of temperate politica 
opinions." 


His figure ia said to be an almost ideal 


one, gentle face, yet strong lined, firm 
of purpose bu£ compassionate, sincere 
and without bigotry, and ubove all a sad 
dignity. lie'ia of medium height, with 
well illled body, clear skin of a healthy 
man, and the enthusiasm of one younger 
than himself. 


Pius X the 264th successor of St. 


Peter is of humble origin, being born at 
Rlesi, a village in the diocese of Treviso, 
north of Venice, on June 2,1833, and 
consequently is sixty-eight years and 
two mouths old. 
He studied in the 


seminaries of Treviso and Padua and 
was ordained priest in Caatolfranco in 
1858. His lirat assignment was as assist- 
ant priest at the chureh of San Rafael in 
ths amall village ol Tombola. He re- 
mained there from 1858 to 1807 and was 
promoted to the pastorate of St. Peter's 
Oliurch in Salcano and remained there 
from ]887 to 1875. 
The latter year he 


was selected chancellor of the Sulcano 
dioces, spiritual director of the Salcauo 
Theological Seminary and examiner of j 
the clergy. In 1876 be was made judge ! 


of the ecclesiastical tribunal of tbe same 
diocese. In 1877 the bishop conferied 
upon him the highest office of the dio- 
cese, vioarate capitulare. In

was made Bishop of Matua by Pope Leo

The govern- 
ment maintained that the patriarchate- 
was part of the King of Italy's patron- 
age, and that it was the King's right to- 
I reseut bis own candidate. Tbe diffi- 
culty wbicli ensued was in reality solved 
became Cardinal Sarto though chosen 
by 'tbe pope, was a favorite with the 
Italian Gooernment and with King 
Humbert himself—a rather singular case 
in Italy. The Cardinal has ruled hia 
diocese undisturbed during the last ten 
years, beloved by. Catholics, esteemed by 
the government and respected by his 
enemies. Under his sway the Catho- 
lic institutions of Venice have thriven 
exceedingly and tbe Cardinal's piety, 
combined with his very noteworthy com- 
mon sense, has given him the reputation 
of being an ideal bishop. 


It is expected that the attitude of the 


Vatican toward the Italian Government 
will be modiSed considerably by the new 
L'ope. His elevation has been hailed 
with approval from all countries. There 
seems to be no dissenting voice any- 
where. Cardinal Gibbons, it is said, 
does not-conceal his satisfaction at the 
result and his sincere belief that the 
choice will be conducive to the highest
